N° danger, economic or social, 


more seriously menaces our 


life, happiness and prosperity than 
the rising tide 
of taxes which 
threaten to en- 
gulf us. This 
is not simply a 
problem of the 
depression. It 
has been (e- 
veloping for 
many years, 


growing more | 


serious all the 
time. The de- 
pression mere- 
ly brought it 
to a climax. 
Unless drastic steps are taken to re- 
verse this trend the problem will not 
end with the depression. It will 
continue to weigh down and retard 
progress for an indefinite period. 
In city, county, state and nation 
the orgy of spending has run on, 
It is estimated that in the United 
States the total cost of all govern- 
ment is nearly five times what it 
was before the World War. Many

localities have been brought to the | 


verge of bankruptcy by their ex- 
penditures, while many have sad- 
dled their citizens with a debt bur- 


den that will darken their lives and | 


hamper their progress for years, 
The total cost of Federal, state 
and local government in the United 
States is estimatea at forty-six mil- 
lion dollars a day. Based on na- 
tional income in 19380, this repre- 
sents about one-fifth the total in- 
come of our people, or about $110 


for every individual in the nation, . 


Total taxes in 1931 are estimated to 
have taken more than 22 per cent 
of the national income. It is occa- 
sion for serious thought on the 
part of everyone when one day’s in- 
come out of every four or five must 
be contributed to the maintenance 
of government machinery. 

United States Government ex- 
penditures were reduced one hun- 
dred and forty million dollars dur- 
ing the first quarter of the current 
fiscal year. ‘the recent action of 
bankers in calling a halt to un- 
necessary expenditures of New York 
City as prerequisite to loans will 
reduce the cost oi government in 
the country’s metropolis, which is 
second in its ex: anditures to only 


the Federal Government. No state | 


in the Union, in fact, no other 
government von this hemisphere, 
spends half as much as this one city. 
These savings in Federal and mu- 
nicipal costs are only the beginning 
of a movement needed throughout 
the country, if we are to be led out 
of depression into prosperity. 

Unless the pevy!e can be made vo 
realize that money for governmen- 
tal expenditure can come only from 
their own pockets as taxpayers, 
casting depressing effects on both 
individual effort and general busi- 
ness, there is an imminent threat 
that we may ie forced to meet 
economic difficulties similar to 
those that have so seriously handi- 
capped other countries. 

The idea that money for these 


“mounting extravagances can be 


raised by following the slogan “Soak 
the Rich” is utterly fallacious, for 
such a policy will simply extermi- 
nate “the rich” and _ eliminate 
sources of revenue. It is also impor- 
tant to realize that corporate busi- 
ness in this country is in no posi- 
tion to withstand the effects of 
indefinite advances in tax rates. 
Current earning reports reveal that 
fact beyond shadow of doubt. The 
tax base must be broadened, and it 
therefore seems likely that Congress 
will be called upon to reconsider 


the sales tax.

Deposit ‘Guarantee’ 
Fails of Purpose 


LOS ANGELES,—While the idea 
of the guarantee of bank Ceposits 
by some legally enforced plan 
seems to appeal to many people who 
give it casual thought, the fact is 
that it has not only failed in every 
instance in the eight states where 
the experiment was tried, but ac- 
tually produced unsound banking 
and increased the number of fail- 
ures, it was declared by the recent 
convention of the American Bank- 
ers Association held here. 

“Guaranty of bank deposits car- 
ries an idea that naturally appeals 
to people in general on casual con- 
sideration,” the declaration said. 
“However, in priiciple it is unsound 
and in practice it is unworkable. 
It has been tried in eight States 
and it has not only failed in, every 
case, but it has resulted in increas- 
ing the number of bank failures. 
Taxing properly managed banks to 
make up losses of failed banks is 
not only unfair and unreasonable,

We have added many features in 
increasing our accomplishments, 
such as trained men anq women, 
preventoris, sanatoria, reseacch de- 
partments, and up-to-date equip- 
ment. 


“In the aggregate, the amount 
may seem large to some people. 
Comparatively, for the number of 
lives that have been saved and, 
from an economic viewpoint, hte 
earning power that has been turneg 
into the proper channels, the ex- 
penditure is slight. 

“The Seals sell for $1 a sheet. 
Each one of these dollars has a 
definite purpose in the prevention 
program. They provide the tools for 
our organization to do a thcrough 
job in controlling tuberculosis. 

“During this period of depression 
the prevention program needs help 
more than ever. We must stop the 
dread disease at its source. And in 
order to accomplish this we must 
have funds.

Plavt Pest Examination 
To Be Feld Next Month 


Examination for plant pest con- 
trol cperetors doing business in San 
Meteo County ere to be helg by the 
Agricultural Commisioner’s office in 
Redwood City during the first week 
of the new year. The exact date will 
be announced later by,Commission- 
er Max J. Leonard. 

This examin?tion is to be held as 
required by law which makes it 
the duty of County Agricultural 
Commissioners to prescribe and en- 
force rules for the qualification of 
those who engage for hire in this 
business. Certificates will be issued 
to those applicants passing both a 
written and oral examination which 
will deal with the four or five dif- 
ferent types of pest control operat- 
ions practiced and an applicant may 


be certified as qualifieq to operate 
in these divisions. The State De- 
partment of Agriculture is co-oper- 
ating with Commissioner Leonard in 
giving the examination. 

Effort is being made through this 
section of the law to eliminate un- 
scrupulous and irresponsible opera- 
tors and to emphasize the value of 
a qualifieg and certified operator. 
Any infringment of sound pest con- 
trol practices and regulations estab- 
lished by the office will call for 
revocation of the certificate issued 
to the operator. 

Those desiring to take the exami- 
nation will get in touch with the 
Commissioner’s office, Courthouse, 
Redwoog City, and make applica- 
tion for that purpose.
